I nicked up a bulletin put out 
by R. Dale Wilson, county su p er­ 
intendent of schools, and got in­ 
terested 
in 
an 
article 
entitled 
“School Taxes V ersus Total T ax ­ 
es.” 
Did you know that the average 
Illinois resident pays $739.74 in tax ­ 
es a year? Yep. th a t’s what the 
T axpayers 
Federation 
of 
Illinois 
says. 
Did you know that taxes collect­ 
ed from all state residents am ount 
to six billion, four hun dred million 
dollars annually, or am ount to a 
rate of $200 every second through 
th e y e a r0 That s what the Novem­ 
ber, 1953, issue of the Illinois Bust 
ness Review said. 
And included in the total are 
five billion, one hund red million 
dollars of federal taxes collected 
in Illinois, state taxes of five h u n ­ 
dred forty seven million dollars. 
local taxes of six hundred forty 
seven million dollars and local Ii 
cense fees and oth er receipts of 
a h u n d re d and sixty' million del 
tars.

Then W ilson says: 
“Bv way 
of 
comparison, you 
should be interested in knowing 
th e am ount of taxes collected by 
th e school districts of Saline coun­ 
ty. 
In Saline county, the average 
taxp aye r pays $24.13 per vear fop 
school taxes. 
This figure includes 
$20.93 
p er year per person 
for 
operational 
purposes 
for 
the 
schools 
which 
includes 
m aintcn 
ance, repairs, 
salaries, 
supplies, 
etc. 
It also includes $3.20 per p e r­ 
son per y ear for the retirem ent 
of bonds for new school buildings 
w ithin the county. 
“These figures do not include 
taxes now in litigation in the coun­ 
ty court. 
This litigation am ounts 
to 87 cents per person. 
“T hese figures are com puted on 
th e basis of figures taken from the 
amount of taxes paid eaeh school 
district as supplied bv the Saline 
County T reasu rer and the p opula­ 
tion figure for the countv accord 
ing to the 1950 census report 
“ Many people, when paving their 
local taxes, are prone to criticize 
the schools and say that the m a­ 
jority of th eir taxes go for the su p­ 
port of the schools. 
This is an 
un just criticism as evidenced by 
the inform ation given above. Teach 
ers and others interested in e d u ­ 
cation should be inform ed and able 
to answ er such criticism I am sure 
th a t it can be said that th e taxpay­ 
e r receives m ore returns, dollar 
pe r dollar, on m oney spent for; e d ­ 
ucation than for any o th er purpose 
“Our schools of today are mold 
ing the citizens of tom orrow , and 
th e type of education or the q u al­ 
ity of education will d ete rm in e the 
type or quality of citizens of the 
fu tu re.”

naped Suzanne from her bedroom , 
chopped up her body into pieces, 
and hid them around the p a re n ts’ 
home.

The case got its title because the 
killer used a lipstick to scrawl on 
the m urd ered w om an's wall

C harges Rights Violated 
He is serving life sentences on 
all three charges.

Molotov Asks

m en d ed im m ediately that Commit 
nist China be adm itted to discus­ 
sions of world problem s 
“ The sooner that the great popu 
lar state, the P eople’s Republic of 
China, participates in negotiations 
about 
current 
international ques 
Horns, so m uch the better will it 
be for the strengthening of peace 
betw een peoples,” Molotov said in 
a form al statem ent. 
It 
had 
been ex p erted 
Molotov 
would bring up the question of a 
Big F ive conference, including Bcd 
China, 
in the foreign 
m inisters 
talks. 
But the W estern allies already 
had m ad e it known that they want 
to discuss, at ibis conference the 
issues of .I Germ an peace treaty 
and a treaty to restore the inde 
p e n d e n ts of A ustria. 
H ence the action of the Soviet

“A gronom ists recom m end using 
at least 300 pounds per acre of a 
phosphate-potash 
fertilizer, 
such 
as 0 20-20 on legum e grass m ixtures 
containing 50 per cent or m ore le­ 
gumes. 
“On 
m ixtures containing 
mon* 
than 50 per cent grass, they .sug­ 
gest adding a fertilizer containing 
nitrogen, phosphate and potash, at 
the rate of about 600 pounds per 
acre.”

She was apparently of lesser im 
portance than the good Samaritan

her “ good” it is because of what 
is associated w ith her through con 
vcreation with Jesus at Jacob’s 
well. rather than because of ail) 
merit in her 
As a m atter of fact, she wasn’t 
a woman of good reputation 
She 
had had five husbands and was 
hung with a man who was not 
her husband 
Jesus made it plain 
that Ile knew all about her 
We do not know the upshot of 
tin* story, or whether the woman. 
like another woman “ which was 
a sinner” (Luke 7:36 17), ex peri 
diced a change of heart and life 
But Jesus must have seen some 
good in that woman or He would 
hardly have spent so much tune 
in conversation with her 
The story, which occupies the 
m ajor part of John 4. as I see it, 
emphasizes these things:
